It Indicates clearly that there la 
widespread reoJIzatlon of the need for reso- 
iBtc and Tlgorous support of our education 
program ta behalf of the Hoover commis- 
sion's recommendations for reforms."

Wam)n R. Austin, U. S. representative to 
Vbt United Nations; former Secretary of State 
nmes r.
